An order, over the protest of 
Commissioner Hayes, according to 
the petition, was passed by the 
commissioners' court, Feb. 8, 1937, 
whereby the road and bridge funds 
were apportioned equally between 
the four precincts of the county. 
On August 2, 1937, Commissioner 
Hayes made a motion for re-ap- 
portlonlng the funds and allowing 
Precinct l 50 per cent, which mo- 
tion died for the want of a sec- 
ond- 


Taxes Precinct No. 1. 
The petition setg out that Pre- 
cinct 1 pays from 60 to 75 per cent 
of the taxes of Navarro county; 
that Navarro county contains 1060 
square miles of territory with 255.5 
in Precinct 1, 339.8 square miles In 
Precinct 2, 232-7 square miles In 
Precinct 3 and 232 square miles 
In Precinct 4. It Is set out that 
in Precinct 1 there are the bot- 
toms of Chambers, Rlchland, Bry- 
ar, Rush, Post Oak and other 
creeks; that there Is probably more 
traffic within Precinct 1 than in 
the ovher three divisions, combin- 
ed, as all highways traverse tho 
precinct in addition to Corslcana, 
the county seat, and the oil field 
within the precinct necessitating 
much heavy truck traffic.

The 
action was taken, members said, 
to "put a bottom under the mar- 
ket." 


Cotton dropped $2 a bale after 
the crop reporting board forecast 
yesterday a 15,593,000 bale cotton 
crop this year. 


Smith said the loans would be 
mandatory, but left details of op- 
eration to the sub-committee. 


The committees action followed 
conferences with Southern agri- 
cultural commissioners who rec- 
ommended the 10-cent advance. A 
resolution by Bilbo for a 12-cent 
loan was rejected on the ground 
it was so much higher than pre- 
vailing 
prices, the 
"government 
would have to buy up the whole 
crop." The current price Is a lit- 
tle more than 10 cents, but it has 
been, falling steadily.

Dominating the living room of 
my homo is a large colored pho- 
tograph of Jobel Musa, or Mount 
Siani. 
The

sheer face, which, like a glnnt 
pulpit,

upon which 
the 
whole assembly of Israel could 
have gathered. I got the picture 
In Jerusalem 
as a mcmnnto of 


the wonderful week that I spent 
on Mt. Slani, 
But it also serves 
as a reminder that in our home 
we are heedful of the eternal law; 
which Jesus later summarized In 
the two great words concerning 
love of God and love of man. 


These arc days for returning 


In spirit to Sinai, the mooring post 
of civilization. 
I was on 
the 
mountan during the critical peri- 
od of the Paris Peace conference. 
I had been in Paris for the early 
part of the conference; and thence 
had traveled to the turbulent Near 
Bast, where I had reported the 
situation In Greece and Turkey 
and In insurrectlng Egypt. 
The 


problems of the world were near 
and actual to me. I well remem- 
ber sitting on the red granite 
peak, by the rude stone chapel 
which the monks of the ancient 
monastery had erected, ages ago 
to mark the traditional site of the 
reception of the Law of Moses. 


It is, a sublime spot. 
No Ice 


cap, geologists say, ever covered 
these stony heights. I could look 
to Africa, across the Red Sea, 
to the west; and to Arabia, over 
the Gulf of Ahaba, to the east. 
Northward 
lay the Mediterrane- 


an. 
Europe and Palestine. 
In 


solitary sublimity, the spot pass- 
es all description. 


War Correspondent On Sinai. 
During the hours I spent on Si- 


, nai's 
crest, 
my 
thoughts were 


naturally colored by my calling. 
From the world war, the Peace 
conference and the eastern na- 
tions in, turmoil, I had come to 
this remote, yet pivotal point. I 
tried to consider the new 
world 


problems in relation to Sinai and 
the Law. All my thinking was 
reduced to simplest terms by my 
environment. 
My clear conclu- 


tion was that if the statesmen 
admitted Moses to their councils, 
and gave obedience to the ageless 
Decalogue, we might hope for 
world peace. 
To run counter to 


the Divine Law would spell un- 
rest, strife, chaos. 


Every reader knows the result. 


The 
woi-ldj'-wise ^treaty-makers 


turned their ibacka on Sinai and 
simple right.' 
Now behold 
the 
consequences! 


Back on Sinai, in memory,, with 


the clash and clamor of embitter- 
ed and embattled hates sounding 
from every direction, I solemnly 
repeat the message that I wrote 
twenty years ago. Except 
this 


warring world yield obedience to 
the law of God, and expect all 
parties to the present conflicts 


International, 
industrial, social 


—conform to the revealed will of 


i the 
Ktcrnal for human conduct, 


•we may not hope for anything 
else hut continued and Increased 
chaos. 
With all the seriousness 


and practical judgment of which 
am capable I offer this as the 
only "way out" A return to Sinai 
Is the one path of progress.

With a tilting of noses and 


lifting of cyebows, many "mod- 
ern" persons say that the Ten 
Commandments are out of date;

they were Inscribed on 
tablets 


of stone. 
They tlmelessly meet, 


with amazing comprehensiveness, 
the basic requirements of a moral 
order In human society. 
Local 


conditions and changing auatoms 
do not alter them. They are not, 
like the code of Hammurabi, BO 
detailed that their 
applicability 


passes with the progress of so- 
ciety. No body is exempt 
from 


them; they are "The Law," for 
all men, always and everywhere. 
There Is no "higher spiritual life" 
that rises above Sinai; these man- 
dates are for everybody, saint or 
sinner. 


Slnal Dp To Date. 


Ours Is a lawless day; and the 


Increase of the 
spirit of law-

body who thinks at all about the 
living present knows 
this. 
In 


both the Industrial and interna- 
tional wars of our time, as well 
as In the realm of practical pol- 
itics, defiance

the measures taken must be as 
fundamental and as far-reaching 
as the words from Slnal. 


Every pulpit in the land should

Robinson, a total 
of 
eighteen 


trench silos have been construct- 
ed In Navarro county thl* year, 
and about ten more are contem- 
plated. Only two existed in tho 
county prior to this time, one on 
the Blankenship farm near Pettys 
Chapel and another on the L. I- 
Griffin farm west of Corsicana. 


In advocating the trench silos, 
the county agent 
asserted 
that 


they were tho moat 
economical 
means of storing and saving feed, 
since they were ratproof, storm- 
proof, fireproof, suitable for any 
types of soil, and had been known 
to keep ensilage in 
good condi- 


tion for at least ten years, and 
their construction required no ex- 
tensive outlay of cash for 
ma- 


terials and required no more ma- 
chinery for preparing the contents 
than any other kind of storage. 


Another benefit of the silos is 


the manner in which It keeps the 
crops so stored. 
Mr. Robinson 


pointed out that all that Is nec- 
essary when cane 
of hegira is 


used for a balanced ration was 
to add a small quantity of cot- 
tonseed meal, since the ensilage 
had the roughage, 
grain* 
and 


greenstuff. The ensilage was re- 
ported quite palatable to all kinds 
of stock. 


Construction Simple. 
It was pointed out that 
con- 


struction of tho trench silos was 
a comparatively simple process; 
some care is needed in selection 
of a site In order that proper 
drainage mlgflt be 
secured 
and 
also that the feed 
supply shall 


be of easy access during the win- 
ter weather. 


A minimum value of $5 per ton 


on the ensilage was quoted by the 
county agent who also reported 
that prices ranged as high as $10 
last winter at the 
trenches. He 


estimated that the feed would be 
worth twice Its minimum when 
used for finishing cattle or sim- 
ilar purposes when fresh feed Was 
not available, and -would bring a 
higher return per acre than cot- 
ton without half the cost of pro- 
duction, as well aa utilizing land 
often not suited for other crops. 
It was also stated that the feed 
could be ground and then stored 
or stored in bundlea with a mint- 
mum of effort 
One of the largest trench silo 


Installations in the 
central 
por- 


tion of the state is located on 
the Charlie Davis placs about ten 
miles west of Corsicana on High- 
way 31 near Plckett where a bat- 
tery of four have been built -with- 
in a few hundred feet of the 
road, each with a capacity of ap- 
, proxlmately 100 tons of ensilage. 
In constructing 
his 
battery, 


Mr. Davis took advantage of a na- 
tural location, a small bluff near 
a small ravine. He 
filled In the 


ravine, and constructed a road to 
the units so that they could be 
reached in all kinds of weather. 
Each of the trenches is approxi- 
mately 100 feet long and eight 
feet deep with the width ranging 
from six feet at 
the bottom, to 
about 9 feet at the top.

Cost Is Small. 
Cost of construction of the four 


units was estimated at a maxi- 
mum of $200 making the cost of 
storage of the feed at most fifty 
cents per ton, regarded as a very 
reasonable 
figure and one that 


could not be approached using 
any 
ofhcr type of storage. Tho 


farm operator plans to use the 
feed for his dairy herd of somo 
forty cows, from which he sells 
the cream produced and uses the 
skim milk for feeding pigs.

But even quite long hair Is man- 
ageable, at least In the simpli- 
fied styles which look best at this 
time of the year.

Of course they come 
under trade names, but if they 
are made of an oil which you 
rub on the scalp, work into a 
lather with a 
little water and 


then rinse off with water, .you'll 
know you arc buying the right 
thing. 
This is the only sort of sham- 


poo you should ever use in the 
hot weather, when your hair is 
exposed to sun and the hot dry 
air. It happens also to be the 
only sort of shampoo you should 
use for dyed or bleached hair 
and for hair that Is to have, or 
soon will have, a permanent. In 
other words, for dry hair. 
Rub one to two tablespoonsful 


of the oil into the scalp, and 
add a few drops of water from 
time to time. A sticky sort of 
lather will appear. Keep on rub- 
bing. Add half a cup of water 
or enough to wet all the hair, 
so every bit is finally 
covered 


with this sticky mixture. Then 
simply rinse off with very warm 
water then not so warm, finally 
cool water. To make quite sure 
you have a clear rinse, add the 
juice of a lemon, or ft couple of 
tablespoonsful 
of vinegar to the 
last cool rinse, pouring this water 
over and over the head. Rinse 
again with clear water. 
Push into waves while It is wet. 


Or use any of the rollers and 
curlers which tho shops sell. 


K. D.—The tonic will help your 


scalp no matter what tho trouble 
is, hut if some physical difficulty 
is causing the loss of color In 
the hair, that must be cleared up 
before there Is complete restora- 
tion. 


T. L. C.—There could be no 


harm done to tho skin, e v e n 
though it did get to be sensi- 
tive from too frequent applica- 
tions of peroxide. It would feel 
a bit soro, but that would pass 
off In a few days without the t>p- 
plicatlons.

again after 
having tho electric 


needle used on each single hair, 
you must have had an inexper- 
ienced operator do the work. A 
certain per cent of these objec- 
tionable hairs will 
survive,

though they will show they are 
weaker, A second treatment will 
always finish 
them.

stant bleaching will often weaken 
such hair also, but it does not 
do this In enough cases to war- 
rant it as being a cure,

rushed the truck. Both men said 
were socialist workers.
